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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Objections 

Claim 19 is objected to because of the following informalities: it is not clear 
which claim, claim 19 depends from. Appropriate correction is required. 



Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-14, drawn to An apparatus comprising: a digital data channel 
which stores input data to a recordable medium and subsequently 
retrieves output data from the medium made from the input data : and 
a circuit, connected to the digital data channel which can characterize the 
input and output data in at least two alternative digital configurations and 
predict error rate performance in relation to each configuration, classified 
in class 714, subclass 763. 

II. Claims 1 5-27, drawn to A method, comprising: using a digital data channel 
to store input data to a data storage medium, subsequently using the 
digital data channel to obtain output data from the medium, arranging the 
input data into a selected digital configuration from a plurality of different 
selectable digital configurations arranging the output data into the selected 
digital configuration; and comparing the output data with the input data 
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to determine an error rate performance , classified in class 714, 
subclass 719. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions Group I and Group II are related as process (Group II) and apparatus 
(Group I) for its practice. The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) 
the process as claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus or by 
hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially 
different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the process (Group II) can be Error 
mentoring circuit that compares input with output data whereas the apparatus (Group I) 
can be used for accessing memory whereby data is stored in a different format from 
what it is received. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group II is not required for Group I, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

A telephone call was made to Mitchell McCarthy on 4/10/2005 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
